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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that prior art did not disclose 
distribution schedule infomration. As to applicant's arguemnt Yao disclosed a block transfer time for the real time stream data; dividing the 
real time stream data into a plurality of blocks, each block being in size to be transferred within the block transfer time, and sequentially 
distributing the blocks among as many unit streams as the number of streams to be used (col. 3, lines 5-10). The block transfer time can 
be interpreted as distributed schedule information where it both have the similar parameters just different wording.
